Parking Meters For 


Balance of

Condition Here 


An announcement is 
made this week that park- 
ing meters in Elba will 
be suspended the balance 
of this year, according to 
City Clerk Harold Deal. 

The parking meters are 
being suspended on a trial 
basis as a request from a 
majority of the Elba mer- 
chants, 

The suspension became 
effective Tuesday June 4. 

A number of merchants 
are of the opinion that the 
parking meters are damag~ 
ing to thelr business, re- 
sulting in people going 
elsewhere to shop. It has 
been the observation of this 
newspaper that parking 
meters, as everything else, 
has a two-sided influence, 
There are shoppers who 
refuse to go to atown with- 
out parking meters because 
they do not find parking 
space when they get there, 
And of course there are 
those who refuse to pay a 
parking meter in _ their 
home town but run their 
legs off feeding a parking 
meter in another town. 

That brings on the ques- 
tion as to why this is hap- 
pening. When merchants 
find that answer they might 
find that it 1s not the park- 
ing meters that create 4 
poor business return. But it 
is a healthy sign when mer- 
chants become so con- 
cerned that they make an 
effort to find out why shopp- 
ers are traveling else- 
where to do their buying. 
Eventually they might rea- 
lize the trouble and find 
out how they can bring bus- 
iness to Elba and to their 
own door. 

Some few merchants in 
Elba claim they are al- 
ready doing allthe business 
they want to do - - such 
operators are as a dead 
limb on a tree and of just 
as much value totheir town. 
But the majority of mer- 
chants are concerned about 
business and they are the 
ones who will eventually 
focus attention on Elba, 

The owner of thisnews- 
paper is very much con- 
cerned about Elba and its 
future.

A lower 
federal court has ordered the 
admission of Negro students 
to the University of Alabama 
at Tuscaloosa and at Hunts- 
ville, 

Everyone in Alabama knows 
how I stand on segregation. 
The white citizens know; the 
colored citizens know; the 
Federal Government knows. 
Now is a time for a calm and 
responsible approach as IJ, as 
the Governor of the State of 
Alabama, seek to raise 
additional constitutional 
questions as to State-Federal 
relationships. 

I intend to keep my con- 
venant with the people of 
Alabama. I intend to be 
present personally to bar the 
entrance of Negro students to 
the University of Alabama. I 
will do this as the Govermor 
of Alabama. [ will do it in a 
manner which will reflect 
dignity and integrity on Ala- 
bama and upon the governor’s 
office. 

I need your prayers and 
moral support, but I do not 
need your presence on the 
campus of the University of 
Alabama at Tuscaloosa or at 
the University .
